>  8 1  write  this,  we  have  just  fin- 

Zjh  idled  an  amazing  three  da^  of 
jLXrevival  as  two  churches  joined 
together  to  seek  a  fresh  move  of  God. 
John  Avant  with  life  Actions  Minis¬ 
tries  concluded  the  final  service,  and 
I  ap|>roached  the  stage  for  some  final 
remarks. 

That’s  when  I  noticed  something  on 
the  platform  that  I  don't  recall  see¬ 
ing  before.  It  was  a  puddle  of  tears.  I 
counted  them.  Nine  large  tears  were 
middled  up  on  the  wooden  platform, 
llie  ahar  was  ftiV,  with  peome  praying, 
so  I  have  no  idea  who  left  Uieir  tears  on 
the  altar. 

I  was  struck  by  what  those  tears 
represented:  ho^,  fehh,  and  broken¬ 
ness  before  the  Lord.  Someone  was 
genuinely  cryina  out  to  God  for  His 
intervention.  W^n  they  got  up  and 
left  the  altar,  they  left  tnmr  teats  there. 
I’ve  been  the  pastor  of  my  church  for 
21  yeara,'and  I  can’t  recall  ever  seeing  a 
puddle  of  tears  at  the  altar. 

Maybe  we’re  startiim  to  see  the  first 
signs  of  real  revival,  mybe  that  fresh  . 
move  of  God  we’ve  been  seeking  has 
already  begun,  at  least  for  that  one 
person.  I  know  emotion  and  tears  by 
themselves  can  never  bring  revival. 

God  is  the  one  who  sends  revival  to 
His  people. 

However,  the  Bible  seems  to  indicate 
that  God  responds  to  our  brokenness. 
In  a  Kings  20,  King  Hezekiah  became 
tenmnally  ill.  He  was  told  to  set  his 
bouse  in  order  because  he  %vould  soon 
die.  He  did  what  you  and  I  would  do  in 
that  situation.  He  prayed,  Mrhaps  in 
a  way  he  had  never  prayeobefore. 

God  noticed. 

It’s  very  possible  that  a  puddle  of 
tears  formM  at  Hezekiah’s  feet  as  he 
prayed.  God  said  to  him  through  the 
prophet  Isaiah,  *1  have  heard  your 
prayer,  I  have  seen  your  tears;  behold 
1  will  heal  you’  (2  Kings  20:5  NASB).

SUTHERLAND  SPRINGS,  Tex¬ 
as  (BP  and  local  reports)  —  Lo¬ 
cal  pastors  and  field  personnel 
are  responding  to  the  ttondlKHtr 
church  sbootitw  in  UA  history 
Nov.  5  at  First  Church  in  Suther- 
landSprir^,  Texas. 

Protcssionals  bc^an  providing 
nief  counseling  within  bourse 
Qie  mass  shooting  that  claimed 
26  lives  and  hospitalized  another 
20  idiundi  meinbers  —  many  in 
critical  condition. 

Authorities  said  Devin  Pat¬ 
rick  Kelley,  a6,  an  avowed  ath^ 
iat  who  was  drummed  out  of  the 
U.S.  Air  Force  for  assaulting  his 
wife  and  young  son,  shot  nearly 
everyone  attendii^  the  small 
church  before  himself  d^ng 
after  a  high-speed  chase  v»Sn 
armed  civiBans. 

It  was  uixdear  at  press  dead¬ 
line  whether  he  took  his  own 
life  at  the  end  of  the  chase. 

Southern  Baptist  Convention 
(SBC)  President  Steve  Gaines, 
senior  pastor  of  Bellevue 
Church  in  suburban  Memphis, 
mid  Frank  Page,  president  of 
the  SBC  Executive  Committee 
in  Nashville,  arrived  in  Suther¬ 
land  Springs  Nov.  7  to  offer 
prayer  and  encouragement. 

Jim  Richards,  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Southern  Baptists 
of  Texas  Convention  (SBTC)  in 
Dallas,  was  on  the  scene  the  day 
after  the  shootings. 

Southern  Bap^'s  North 
American  Mission  Board 
(NAMB)  in  Alpharetta.  Ga.,  hju 
confirm^  that  on  behalf  of  the 
SBC,  the  board  has  offered  to 
cover  funeral  expenses  for  all 
the  shooting  victims  in  coordi¬ 
nation  with  SBTC. 

Prank  Pomerxw,  the  church’s 
pastor,  was  out  of  [own  when  the 
shooting  occurred.  His  14-year- 
old  daughter,  Annabelle  Renee, 
was  among  the  dead 

Wiping  away  tears,  Pomeroy 
assur^  rejmrters  the  church's 
trag^  will  exah  Christ.  ‘Christ 
is  the  one  who's  going  to  be 
bfted  up,'  be  said  on  Nov.  6. 
"That’s  wbat  I’m  telling  every¬ 
body.  You  lean  into  wnat  you 
don  t  understand.  You  lean  into 
the  Lord...  Whatever  Ufe  brings 
to  you,  lean  on  the  Lord  rather 
-than  your  own  understanding. 

*l  don't  understand,  but  I 
know  iw  God  does  and  that’s 
where  111  leave  that.’ 

Pomeroy’s  wife  Sherri,  who 
also  was  out  of  town  dur¬ 
ing  the  shooting,  expressed 
thanks  for  the  ‘outpouring  of 
love*  by  friends,  community 
members,  and  even  strang¬ 
ers,  She  said  as  much  tragedy 
us  Annabelle's  death  entails 
for  the  family,  "we  don't  want 
to  overshadow  the  other  lives 
lost  yesterday.  We  lost  more 
than  Belle  yesterday.' 

‘One  thing  that  goes  me  a 
sliver  of  encouragement  is  the 
fact  that  Belle  was  surrounded 
yesterday  by  her  church  fam¬ 
ily  that  she  loved  fiercely,  and 
vice  versa.

“Our  church  was  not  com¬ 
prised  of  members  or  parishio 
ners.  We  were  a  very  close  fem- 
ily.  We  ate  toget)ier,  we  laughed 
together,  we  cried  together  and 
worship^  together. 

“Now  most  of  our  church 
family  is  gone,  our  building 
probably  bnond  repair,  and 
the  few  of  as  that  are  left  behind 
lost  tragicaUy  yesterday. 

‘Please  don't  feTjet  Suther¬ 
land  Springs,"  she  said. 

Wilson  County  Sheriff  Joe 
Tackitt  said  nearly  everyone  in¬ 
side  tile  church  had  some  tyiie 
of  iniuiy,  according  to  CNN.  Tfir 
dead  ranged  from  an  unborn 
baby  in  its  mother's  womb,  to 
an  18-month-oId,  to  a  T’-year 
old.  rhe  Times  reported. 

At  least  eight  of  the  dead 
were  members  of  one  family 

When  Kelley  exiteil  the 
church,  ho  reportedJy  cxchangeil 
gunfire  with  a  by’itander  and 
was  pursued  in  a  high-spied  car 
chase  by  the  bvstatKler  and  an¬ 
other  local  resident,  according  ti  > 
media  reports. 

The  cnase  ended  when  Kel¬ 
ley  crashed  his  SUV,  in  which 
authorities  fouml  him  dead.

Disaster  relief 
chaplains  from  the  SBTC  and 
the  Baptist  General  Convention 
of  Texas  (BGCT)  were  on  site 
into  the  early  morning  hours  on 
Monday-  to  provide  grief  cuun- 
-vling  and  continue  to  minister 
in  the  area. 

Both  First  Church  and  River 
Oaks  Chiwh  cooperate  with  the 
SBTC.  River  Oaks  also  cooper¬ 
ates  with  the  BGCT. 

Local  pastors  who  cooperate 
with  the  BGCT  also  are  minis¬ 
tering  in  Sutherland  Spring. 
theBGCrtoldBP. 

BGCT  executive  David 
Hardage  said  in  a  statement.  - 
“On  behalf  of  our  entire  Texa.v 
Baptists  family,  I  extend  my 
deepest  condolences  to  the 
church  amily-  of  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Sutherland  Spring.s, 
the  community,  and  all  vSio 
lo.st  loved  ones  during  yester¬ 
day's  tragedy. 

‘We  join  others  in  prayer, 
and  trust  that  whatever  hap¬ 
pens,  the  Lord  is  our  salvation 
and  out  stronghold.' 

Kolenavsky  said  all  the  lo- 
•cal  miniatiy  efforts  have  evi¬ 
denced  ‘God  ai  work  through 
his  church.'  Richards  told  Fus 
News  Nov.  5  the  sbooring  was 
‘spiritual  warfare’  and  a  ‘de¬ 
monic  attack." 

Spiritual  warfare  often  “takes 
the  form  of  phy.sical  violence,' 

.  he  said.  "It's  heartbreaking  ami 
horrific.  This  will  not  stop  the 
Gospel  ofChri.st.  It  will  not  stop 
the  godly  people  who  .seek  to 
serve  the  Ixird  there,  so  we  re 
coming  alongside  them  in  every 
way  we  possmly  can."

It's  inieresti^  how  delays  create 
such  turmoil  within  us.  I  remember 
years  ago  as  a  young  pastor  I  was  talk¬ 
ing  to  a  church  that  was  interested  in 
me  coming  to  be  their  pastor.  It  looked 
like 


(by.  Tm  not  talking  about  big  things, 
life  a  bomb  being  dropped  on  your 
dty  or  a  tornado  cMiuog  throng  your 
oommunity.  I’m  just  talking  about 
lUiie  things  that  can,  in  a  moment  ol 
time,  make  a  dUference  in  your  life  for 
a  period.  The  big  things  are  bad,  but 
tluuikft>%  they  rarely  come.  The  Ut^ 
things?  Oh,  th^  will  sneak  up  on  you 
every  day. 

A  few  years  ago  I  left  home  early 
traveling  to  a  d>utch  where  I  was  to 
preach.  Because  it  was  ao  early,  I  had 
a  cup  of  coffee  with  me  m  the  car.  As  1 
drove  aloim  listening  t»  the  radio  and 
thinking  about  where  i  was  going  to 
speak  and  tr3^  to  itai.-'k  my  cotlee  all 
at  the  same  time,  I  hit  a  bump  in  the 
r^andthou^tlessh'jerkedmycup  JastthinkaboattbclittledU- 
mcoffro  tow^  the  steering  vkliMl.  coverica  you  can  run  into  today 
The  eofme  spiOed  ^  over  me.  that  will  meas  everything  ap.

Moses  brou^  Aaron, 
his  sons,  die  garments,  the  anointing  oQ, 
everything  for  the  offerings  and  comes 
before  the  entrance  of  the  tstonacle. 
Notice  the  order  in  which  eveiydiing 
was  done  and  sequence  of  the  offering. 
As  you  study  this  chapter,  marvel  at  m 
mercy  and  grace  of  G<^  For  it '  vas  Aaron 
who  feshiimed  the  golden  calf  and  built 
an  ahar  to  worship  it  Now  he  was  called 
to  serve  as  a  mechator  between  God  and 
the  people  of  Israel.  Aaron  and  his  sons 
ooum  not  go  outside  the  tent  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  for  seven  d^  and  nights  because  it 
was  necessaiy  'to  make  atonement  for 
you’  (Lev.

John:  Single-minded  Focus  •  John  1 :26-34:3  26-30 


*I  didn't  know  him,  but  I  came  bap¬ 
tising  with  water  so  he  m^t-be  re¬ 
vealed  to  Israel,’  John  1:31  (tSB).  John 
the  Baptist  leaves  no  room  for  misun- 
dersta^ng,  saying  clearly,  that  hLs 
purpose  was  that  “he  (Jesus)  might  be 
revealed  to  Israel.’ 

Matthew  makes  this  dear  explana¬ 
tion  of  John  the  Baptist  role  in  salva¬ 
tion  history:  “In  those  days  John  the 
Baptist  came,  preaching  in  the  Desert 
of  Judea  and  saying,  ‘Repent,  for  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  near.’  This  is  he 
who  was  spoken  of  through  the  prophet 
Isaiah:  ‘A  voice  of  one  calling  in  the  des¬ 
ert,  ‘Prepare  the  way  for  the  Ixird,  make 
strait  paths  for  htm,'"  Matthew  3:1-3 
(Niv Dopy  right  1984). 

In  the  King  James,  we  find  these 
comforting  and  beautjful  promises 
from  the  prophet  Isaiah  about  John  the 
Baptist  and  his  cousin  Jesus: 

*Comfon  ye,  comfort  ye  my  people, 
saith  your  God.  Speak  ye  comfortahly 
to  Jerusalem,  and  unto  her,  that  her 
welfare  is  accomplished',  that  her  iniq¬ 
uity  is  pardoned:  .  .  The  voice  of  him 
(John  tne  Baptist)  crieth  in  the  wilder¬ 
ness.  Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord, 
make  straight  in  the  de.sert  a  highway 
for  our  God.  Every  valley  shall  be  ex 
ahed,  and  every  mountain  and  hill  shall 
be  made  low:  and  the  crooketl  shall  N' 


made  straight,  and  the  rough  iRaces 
plain:  And  the  gloiy  of  the  Lord  shall 
he  revealed,  andalJ  flesh  shall  see  it  to¬ 
gether:  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath 
spoken  it,"  Isaiah  40: 1-5  (KJV).
